Lavssat, Deputy to the Legislative Assembly of the Depart- 
ment of the Basces-Pyrennees, TO, HIS ConsTITUENTS, ON, 
‘ the Revolution of the 18th aud 19th Brumarre. 
My Fetrow Citizens, 

A great revolution has jult taken place ; I did not 
participate in bringing it about, but I, have embraced it 
with my whole foul, and have feconded it at my own 
perfonal rifque and danger: 1 owe you a fuccinct account 
of my motives. ‘ 

The Republic was every where falling to ruin, both 
abroad and at home, in the government and in the ad- 
miniltration,’ “I perceived that it was in every refpea 
deficient in harmony and coaneétion, and that its dilfv- 
lution was approaching. ’ 

Having arrived at the Legiflative Body with the de- 
fign of religioufly defending the depot of the conititution, 
and of éndeavouring to make it fupport itfelf by its own 
energy, and correét thofe errors which had crept into 
it, I was foon fenfible of che vanity of my expedta- 
tions. 

The Councils were hurried away by a retrogade mo- 
tion ; it was neceflary to {top aod to change their direc- 
tion. ‘I have not to reproach myfelf for adopting for a 
moment the advice they followed, and the expedients 
they employed. The 18th Fruétidor annihilated the 
legiflative power; from the 18th Frudidor fprang the 
22d Floreal, which annihilated the fovereignty of the 
people ; and from the 18th Fruétidor and the 22d Flo- 
real, proceeded the 3oth Prairial, which annihilated 
the Executive Power. Could there then remain a re-

The following quefion was fubmitted to the com- 
mittee :—* Shall the fittings of the two Committees be;

It was decided in the negative, but there was a very 
long and warm debate upon the fubject. Thofe who 
were for the debates being public, faid, that if the nation 

_received Jaws without having any kaowledge of the dif- 
cufions which preceded: and prepared them, it would 
ceafe to believe itfelf free ; that if it faw no longer any 
image of the National Reprefentation, it would believe 
the National Reprefentation not to be adjourned, but 
annihilated ; that if the difcuffions were not public, it 
was at leat neceflary that there fhould be fittings open to 
all citizens, in order to proclaim publicly the Jaws paffed 


publican conftitution? Difonance and difcord every 
where prevailed; the lifts were perpetually open, where 
the ambitious, the intriguing, the fecret dilapidators, 
and public plunderers, dilpuied for the fpoils of the ci- 
tizens and the country.—Lilts where, the more depra- 
ved and audacious in guilt the combatants are, the more 
certain they are of fuccefs and impunity. 


In what retreat was there any hope of political, civil, 
or éven domeftic liberty ? 

What ftability had we ? Was it in the Government 2| 
was it in the laws? was it in our inflitutions? was it 
even in property ? 

Tell me of one that was not the oppreffor, that was 
not the oppreffed ; tell me where it was the vanquifhed 
party did not confpire againft the vanquithers ; or where 
a revolution was-not perpetually preparing, forming, or 
accompli/hing. 

-On all fides danger furrounded and preffed upon us. 
In the mean time, civil war pervaded the weft; and 
while our armies triumphed, as it were,: by inftin@ ‘and 
duty, they fuffered hunger aad nakedaefs.; all the four- 
ces of the public treafure were diverted, and for the 
moft part deftroyed; we had not even wherewithal to 
pay, raife, or equip our battalions, ‘The evils which 
our victories had fufpended were gaining ground rapid. 
ly, and were beginning to prey upon the heart. What 
could we oppofe? We paffed the days, decades, and 
months in piuerile difputes, and thameful ftruggles | of 
party. The action of the Government was paralyfed, 
and impious withes were fecretly formed, and openly 
expreffed, that the country fhould become the viétim of 
its misfortunes. 


“ But why fhould I fpeak to you of this deplorable 
fituation ? Where is the man fo findifferent or fo ftupid 
as not to have beheld them? This fituation could ‘not 
laft. Of this truth every one was fenfible. - Men long 
bred among troubles and factions afpired to fave us ; but 
how ? Whatever they might have pretended, my fellow- 
citizens, and whatever might have been their general in- 
tentions, the day on which they would have had five 
minutes fway, would, from their habits, and the na- 
ture of things, have been the firft day of a new con- 
vention. 

The Convention declared the Republic ;.' dazzled as 
it was by its Robefpierre, its Amar, its Carrier, and 
its Collot ; its tribunals, and its thoufands and thou- 
fands of revolutionary Committees its popular Affem- 
blies, its arreltations and guillotines ; its injuftice and 
perfecutions, crimes and horrors; neverthelefs, glory 
to the Convention, which declared the Republic, and 
preferved France. But now, with the leaft refleGion, 
it is impoflible not to know that a convention, after ha- 
ving produced the fame or greater calamities, would 
drain the blood of the Republic, and deliver exhaufted 
France the prey of kiags. 

It is neceflary, my fellow citizens, to chufe between 
a convention, which would be neceffarily followed by 
thefe confequences, and what we have done upon the 
beft founded hopes of a conftitution effentially republi- 
can, and effentially permanent. My hopes of its ad- 
vantages are moft flattering. ‘The hatred of tyranny, 
which for ten years has {pread its roots into the bo- 
fom of the French nation; the lights with which ci- 
vilization and fcience have illumined the whole world ; 
the principles, the virtue, the glory, and the examples 
of thofe men whom circumitances have forced us to 
arm with an immenfe ‘power; the republicanifm, the 
morality, and the devotion of thofe whom the National 
Reprefentation ‘have afiociated in this grand enterprife ; 
acd finally, the eternal deftinies of human liberty, all 
convince me my expectations are well founded. 

If my confidence is foon juttified, the bleflings and 
happinefs of republican France will abfolve me in your 
eyes for the part I have taken. If, on the contrary, 
events fhould deceive my intentions and my efforts, I 
tranfmit to you beforehand, my fellow citizens, my act 
of acculation, and the decree of my difgrace and death,

By the arrival of Captain Swinburne, Aid-de Camp 
to General Knox, Government have received infor- 
mation that General Don is exchanged. The uneafinefs 
of the friends of that refpeétable officer, refpeéting his 
fituation, is therefore entirely removed. 

General Don is exchanged againft Dolomieu, Com- 
mandant at Malta, and one Scavans who embarked, 
or rather was prefled oa Buonaparte’s expedition. 

It is not underflood that Captain Swinburne has 
brought any communication whatever relative to peace. 
General Koox remains in France till the whole of the 
prifoners given up by the Convention arrive in that 
country. 

Captain Swinburne, who came over on Sunday aft, 
has brought over the arrangement between the French 
and Batavian Governments with refpect to the portions 
of prifoners to be releafed. Stx thoufand five hundred 
French, and fifteen hundred Dutchmen are the num- 
ber, and it isa curious faét that the French Agent has 
orders, in felefiing the men, to prefer foldiers to fai- 
lors. 

His Majelty has been pleafed to appoint General 
Don, to the command of the gth Welt India regi- 
ment. 

The Guards are to be augmented to eleven thoufand 
men; a proportionate number are to be fent to Ireland 
to reinforce the army of that kingdom. 

‘I'he Guards are ordered to hold themfelves in readi- 
nefs to march at an hour’s notice. 

General Arnold is to take a diftinguifhed part in the 
fecond expedition fhortly to quit this country. 

The Admiralty has iffued orders for fome fhips of 
the line to be added to the Mediterranean fleet, and 
which will go out as convoy to a number of tranfports 
carrying troops, to be employed in an important expe- 
dition in that fea.—'This fa& may be depended upoo— 
we do not, however, conceive curfelves at.liberty to ad- 
vance any thing father on the fubje&t at prefent. Mal- 
ta, we believe, is not the objec of attack, as the fiitren- 
der of that iflautl, it is conceived, will be effected fimply 
by blockade. 

A letter from Triefte ftates, that Malta was fo clofe- 
ly and long blockaded, that on the roth of Odobér a 
fowl fold for twenty crowas, and a pound of horfe fleth 
for five. 

A farge Ruffian army is colle&ted in Poland, and is 
_teady to march on the firlt order. Several regiments are 
on their march for Riga, and it is believed that an em- 
barkation will take place before the froft fets in. ‘ The 
deftination of thefe troops will not be known before the 
arrival at Peterfburgh of two couriers, expeéted from 
Vienna and London. Meantime, it is faid, Suwar- 
ROW is to go isto winter quarters. 

The dollars that are now fecured in Plymouth garri- 
fon, and which were Janded out of the Thetis and St 
Brigida; are to be fent from thence to London ; they 
are to be guarded by light horfe. Government are to 
purchafe them at the price of bullion on their arrival. 
We are forry to learn that the tyellow fever has 
found. its, way to Carolina, where numbers of ‘perfons 
die of it gaily: ; 

Late letters from India mention that a confiderable 
trade is‘cartied ‘on between us (through the Armenians) 

and the inhabitants of the Moluccas, who, from being 
fo univerfally fhut out of the line of commerce in the 
Eait-Indies, are glad of every opportunity that prefents 
itfelf of trading with other nations. ‘The King of Ma- 
taram has fignified a défire to open an unreftrained trade, 
which is likely to prove beneficial to the commercial in- 
terefts io Indha. 

A negociation of a commercial nature (fays a letter 
from Bengal) has lately been carried on at Jeddo.— 
The gentlegsan deputed to wait on the Emperor, has, 
itis faid, been fuccetsful in his correfpondence. Jeddo 

is the capital of Japan, nine miles in length, and fix in 

breadth; and contains 1,000,000 inhabitants. ‘T'he’ 
wealth of this place js incalculable: the Royal palace is’ 
in the middle of: the town, and is defended by wails, 
ditches, towers, and baftions.—Where the Emperor 

refides are three towers, nine {tories high, each covered 

with plates of folid gold, near an inch in thicknefs ; and 
the grand Hall of Audience is fupported by pillars of 
maily gold. Near the, palace are feven others, where the 
relations of the Emperor live. The Emprefs ha¥ palace 
of her own, and there are 20 fmall ones for the concu- 
bines.

The funeral of the Russian Officer, who died in the Royal 
Infirmary,as}{mentioned in our last, was striking and impressive, 
The body was carried to the guard-house of the hospital, an 
the service (which consisted of prayers and chaunting the Re- 
quiem, sprinkling of frankincense, and other ceremonies), per- 
formed there by a priest of, their highest order, dressed ina 
superb stile, with vestments of muslin and rich gold embroi- 
dery; he is a remarkably good looking, jolly man, with a plea- 
sant countenance, and thick flowing beard. The procession 
then moved to Lady Yester’s burying ground:—A Russian 
carryi lid of the coffin, on which were laid the officer’s

rectify the excefs in calculation, three out of the four, 
centurial years in 1700, 1800, 1900, wore deprived 
of their intercalary day in February. The year 2000 
will be a leap year as ulual. This calculation, though 
not ftriGily correct according to aftronomical or mathe- 
matical precifion, may ferve tolerably well for the pur- 
pofes of common life, as upwards of 7000 years mult ¢- 
lapfe to produce the error of a fingle day. 
Till the time of Julius Czfar, tlie year was confider- 
ed as a peried of precifely 365 days, which led to an 
error of fo much importance, that’ Sofigenes, the E- 
gyptian aftronomer, direéted Julius Cafar to add 80 fup 
plementary days to the year fron. which the computation 
of this tile began, called generally the year of confu- 
fion. 
The 18th century will terminateat the end, not the 
commencement of the approaching year.—Janudry 1, 
1801, immediately after midnight, is the proper begin- 
ning of the 19th century, according to the erroneous 
and vulgar computation—as fince the actual period of 
the birth of Chrift, 1803 years have. already elapfed ; 
the artificial Annus Domint beiag four years pofterior 
in point of time to the epoch from which it takes its
